As  Dr.  Leyshon  did  not  take  up  his  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
until  April,  1048,  and  this  Report  relates  only  to  work  done  in  1947,  he  has 
delegated  its  preparation  to  me  as  1 was  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  part  of  that  year.  T have  much  pleasure,  therefore,  in  presenting  it  to 
you. 


It  is  fitting  in  so  doing  to  pay  a well  deserved  tribute  to  Dr.  Lilico,  who 
resigned  in  1047  in  order  to  take  uj)  a post  with  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Dr.  Lilico  had  been  Medical  Officer  of  Health  since  1030,  and  during  his  years 
of  office  he  instituted  several  new  measures  of  major  importance.  He  was 
res])onsible,  for  examjile,  for  the  introduction  of  probationer  nurses,  and  the 
(hty  Hospital  was  one  of  the  first  hospitals  in  the  country  to  undertake  this 
e.xperiment  which  has  proved  to  be  so  successful. 

During  his  tenure  of  office,  several  valuable  structural  alterations  were 
(tarried  out  at  tlie  hospitals,  and  the  new  clinics  for  School  Medical  and 
.Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  at  Nightingale  Road,  Green  Street, 
Roe  Earm,  Boulton  and  Temjile  House  were  erected  during  this  period. 
He  was  a keen  enthusiast  for  immunisation  and  was  the  inspiration  of  this 
scheme,  which,  starting  on  a small  scale,  lias  become  so  extensive  and  done 
.so  much  good.  He  also  saw  the  lieginning  of  schemes  for  clinics  for  pre- 
school cJiildren,  slum  clearance,  home  helps,  and  the  pasteurisation  of  milk. 
\ brief  referenci'  should  also  be  made  to  his  services  in  the  organisation  of 
the  medical  asjiect  of  the  Air  Raid  Precautions,  a colossal  task.  He  made 
many  friends  while  in  Derliy,  and  they  will  all  unite  in  vishing  him  every 
success  in  the  future. 

1{M;7  was  a Imsy  year.  From  the  jioint  of  view  of  staffing  and  general 
conditions,  it  was  really  the  first  normal  post-war  period.  It  was  an 
imjiortant  year,  too,  in  that  it  marked  the  phase  before  the  onset  of  the  new 
Health  Services,  and  considerable  time  was  spent  in  the  preparation  of 
schemes  for  operation  on  the  appoint (.hI  day.  Despite  this,  it  is  a pleasure 
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to  record  the  initiation  of  two  new  ante-natal  clinics  especially  foi’  the  benefit 
of  expectant  mothers  who  were  in  the  care  of  municipal  midwives.  These 
were  at  Green  Street  and  Temple  House,  and  they  deserve  a special  mention. 

The  marriage  rate  declined  sliglitly  during  the  year  and  the  death  rate 
was  a little  higher,  l)ut  the  birtji  rate  also  siiowed  a slight  increafe  and  the 
number  of  registered  births  reached  the  very  high  total  of  3,094.  Unfor- 
tunately the  infantile  jnortality  rate,  which  attained  a low  record  last  year, 
was  this  year  04.3,  a very  disappointing  figure  indeerl.  Once  again,  as  in 
previous  years,  the  chief  causes  of  death  in  children  under  one  yeai-  were 
prematurity,  intestinal  and  respirator-y  infections  and  cojigenital  malforma- 
tions. 

In  1947  an  enquiry  was  made  into  the  liistory  of  all  j)remature  childien 
born  in  1946,  and  this  showed  again,  as  expected,  that  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  for  premature  children  was  very  high,  being  230  compared  witli  the 
general  infantile  mortality  rate  of  54  for  1947.  These  records  also  confirm 
tlm  previously  recognised  point  that  the  smaller  the  child  the  worse  its  chance 
of  surviving.  Thus  the  few  babies  who  were  bom  w^eighing  less  than  2 lbs. 
all  died,  and,  of  those  less  than  3 lbs.  at  birth,  79%  died.  Unfortunately 
tliere  was  Jio  information  as  to  the  duration  of  ])regnancy  at  birth,  and  fui’thei' 
knowledge  is  required  as  to  the  fate  of  premature  children  born  before  full 
term  compared  with  those  born  at  full  teim.  Indeed  it  seems  desirable 
that  the  criterion  of  prematurity,  birth  weight  alone,  shoidd  be  qualified  by 
the  factor  of  ante-natal  age. 

'J'here  is  doubtless  a Jiiultiplicity  of  causes  lor  prematurity,  but  tJu*  main 
(diannel  of  enquiry  lies  in.  the  ante-natal  clinics,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record 
that  a much  larger  number  of  expectant  mothers  visited  the  ante-natal  clinics 
in  1947.  It  is,  too,  a matter  of  coiigratulation  that  the  Health  Committe(' 
have  decided  on  a ])olicy  of  stalling  these  clinics  with  exx)ert  obstetricians. 

There  is  no  diminution  in  the  demand  for  ])laces  in  tiie  day  nurseries, 
and,  as  married  women  are  still  being  exhorted  to  take  u])  employment,  an 
increase  in  the  nnmbcT-  of  tliese  nurseries  desejwes  consideration. 

As  stated  in  the  report,  the  high  number  of  42  children  died  from  gastro- 
enteritis in  1947.  There  was  no  common  factor  to  account  for  this  lamentable 
total,  and  during  the  year  a team  of  experts  from  the  Medical  Research 
(/Ouncil  made  a most  exhaustive  enquiry  without  discovering  anything 
definite.  12  ot  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  last  three  months  of  the  vear, 
so  the  widely  accepted  belief  in  tJie  seasojxal  incidence  of  the  disease  may 
require  sonu;  modilication. 


Apart  from  the  outbreak  of  polioniyelitie  and  the  almost  continuous 
recurrence  of  cases  of  gastro-enteritis,  the  year  was  satisfactory  regarding 
infectious  diseases.  It  was  a record  low  year  for  diphtheria,  there  being 
only  four  cases  in  the  whole  year,  none  of  which  was  fatal.  This  is  worthy 
of  note  as  a reflection  of  the  value  of  immunisation,  in  favour  of  which  the 
campaign  was  vigorously  and  steadily  waged  during  the  3’ear.  There  was 
a heavy  incidence  of  measles  during  1947,  the  bieimial  visit  of  this  disease. 
There  were  fewer  cases,  however,  of  whooping  cough,  although  there  were 
actually  312  notifications.  Immunisation  against  whooping  cough  was 
curtailed  during  1947  pending  the  results  of  a strictly  controlled  investigation 
(tarried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Nevertheless,  although  it  was  never 
claimefl  that  immunisation  would  afford  protection  against  whooping  cough, 
there  is  some  evidence  that,  in  those  immunised  children  who  contracted 
the  disease,  the  severity  of  the  attack  was  in  some  degree  modified. 

There  is  little  to  say  about  the  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  Derby. 
There  were  no  deaths,  and  59%  of  the  cases  were  abortive.  There  was  no 
})reponderant  age  range  (only  five  of  the  22  cases  were  under  five  years  of 
age).  All  parts  of  the  town  were  affected  ; every  case  came  from  a separate 
liome,  and  there  were  no  traceable  contacts.  The  mode  of  infection  and 
other  epidemiological  factors  clearly  require  further  research. 

1 commend  to  your  notice  the  brief  summary  of  work  carried  out  by 
the  health  visitors  during  the  year.  Especially  I should  like  to  mention 
their  attendance  at  the  ante-natal  clinics,  a revived  aspect  of  their  duties 
which  is  of  particular  importance.  The  list,  impo.siiig  as  it  is,  does  less  than 
justice  to  the  value  of  their  services  unless  we  appreciate  the  vast  amount 
of  real  personal  health  education  which  is  indicated  by  the  thousands,  for 
various  reasons,  of  home  visits,  and  the  hundreds  of  clinic  and  welfare  sessions 
attended.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  aspect  alone  of  their  services  is  one 
of  the  most  powerfid  influences  affecting  the  public  health  in  general. 

1 again  would  direct  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  work  which  he  and  his  staff  undertake  is  diverse,  complicated 
and  important,  and  it  is  true  to  say  that  he  keeps  “faithful  watch  and  ward” 
over  our  food  supplies  from  the  standpoints  of  both  quality  and  contamination 
and  all  those  other  environmental  factors  which  are  such  an  essential  part 
of  public  health. 

In  1947,  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations  w'ere  brought 
into  operation  and  probably  mark  the  beginning  of  much  belated  legislation 
on  the  quality,  manufacture  and  sale  of  this  popular  food. 
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This  is  tlie  last  occasion  on  wliicJi  a report  of  tlie  work  of  the  hospitals 
for  a complete  year  will  be  included  in  the  Annual  Report,  aiul  it  is  with 
regret  that  the  Medical  Officei-  of  Health  will  ])art  com])any,  administratively, 
with  a service  which  has  so  many  honourable  ti’aditions.  It  has  woiked 
smoothly  and  satisfactorily  and  has  done  magnificent  work,  both  personally 
for  the  individual  and  generally  for  the  Public  Health  Department. 

^J'he  National  Health  Service  Act  is  due  to  come  into  operation  in  July, 
PJ48,  and  there  will  be  several  impoj'tant  changes  in  administration.  These 
are  already  well  known  and  need  iiot  be  again  catalogued.  The  loss  of  the 
hospitals,  especially  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hos])ital  and  Sanatorium,  and 
also  the  Maternity  Block  in  the  City  Hospital,  will  b(^  keenly  felt,  as  these 
units  cater  for  conditions  which  are  particularly  within  the  orbit  of  j)ublic 
health  activities.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  all  these  services  will  be  closely 
co-ordinated  so  that  the  preventive  and  the  cui'ative  as])ects  will  i-eceive 
ecpial  consideration  and  the  whole  pj’oblem  integrated. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  work  of  the  Health  (dmniittee  has  been  greatly 
extended,  including  additional  duties  foj-  the  health  visitors,  and  there  is 
not  the  slightest  doubt,  within  the  framework  of  the  Act,  that  there  will  be 
many  and  ample  opportunities  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  ini])rove 
the  public  health  of  his  area. 

1 shoidd  like  to  close  this  report  on  a.  peJ’sonal  note  and  to  thank  you, 
Mr.  Chairman,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  assistance, 
encouragement  and  supjioi-t  1 have  invariably  received  from  _'\'Oursclf  and 
them.  1 should  also  like  to  add  my  a])]>reciation  of  the  friendly  advice  and 
help  always  freely  available  from  the  officers  of  other  departments  of  the 
Corporation,  and  finally  1 wish  to  thank  the  entire  staff  for  their  willing 
co-operation  and  service — which  made  the  somewhat  ai’duous  work  of  the 
year  both  exhilarating  and  pleasajit.

'Phe  municipal  mitlwives  attended  415  confinements  including  non- 
residents, and  medical  aid  was  sought  in  118  cases: —

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  in  the  cases  booked  by  municipal  mid- 
wives.

CHILDREN  OF  PRE-SCHOOL  AGE. 

During  tlie  year  under  review,  routine  medical  inspection  was  carried 
out  in  1,349  children  of  two,  three  and  four  years  of  age.  Of  this  number, 
200  were  admitted  to  school  dining  the  year  and  particulars  of  the  treatment 
of  those  cases  are  included  in  that  part  of  the  Report  dealing  with  school 
children.  Of  the  remaining  1,149  routine  medical  inspectioas,  303  children 
were  referred  for  treatment  and  4ol  placed  under  observation.  In  a numbei’ 
of  these  cases,  childi-en  with  more  than  one  defect  are  included  under  both 
headings.  The  number  of  individual  children  requiring  treatment  or  ob- 
.servation,  or  both,  was  057.  In  addition,  (>32  re-inspections  and  20  special 
examinations  were  made. 

Treatment. — ^The  clinics  of  the  School  Health  Service  (excepting  Minor 
Ailments  Clinics)  are  available  for  both  toddlers  (2 — 5 years)  and  children 
under  2 years  of  age. seen  at  the  Welfare  Centres.

Dental  Clinics. — Held  at  Temple  House,  Isolation  and  City  Hospitals,  and 
Ante-natal  Clinics  at  Roe  Farm,  Boulton,  1'emple  House  and  Green  Street, 
Child  Welfare  Centres.  Particulars  of  treatment  given  are  as  follows  : — 
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DAY  NURSERIES. 

During  1047  tlu;  demand  for  i)laces  in  tlie  three  day  nurseries  coiitinued 
to  bo  very  heavy,  and  there  was  Jio  i)ossibiIity  of  reducing  the  long  waiting 
lists. 


'I’lie  question  of  ])riority  was  considered  durijig  tlie  ,>'ear  and,  as  there 
was  an  acute  shortage  of  nurses,  accommodation  was  offered  to  the  eJiildi'en 
ot  any  married  nurs(5  wJio  was  ])repaic!d  to  devote  some  of  lier  time  to  this 
essential  service.  As  iji  geneJ'al  it  was  found  necessary  to  restrict  aclmissioji 
to  the  cliildr(ui  of  wouum  who  wen;  laigistered  as  employed,  further  j riorities 
(t,.uld  rot  be  granted.  The  jaoblein  of  admitting  the  childi’on  of  all  the 
2)arents  who  desire  day  jiurseries  for  their  childien  has  Jiow  become  acute. 


Training  of  Students. — ^The  revised  syllabus  of  training  recommended 
by  the  National  Nursery  Examination  Board  was  in  full  ojieratioji,  and  the 
hist  students  to  take  the  new  examination  will  be  reatly  in  1948.

GENERAL  REVIEW. 


Staff  and  Clinics. — Althougli  the  Medical  Staff  was  under  establishment 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  another  Medical  Officer  was  appointed  in  Marcli 
and  for  the  first  time  since  the  war  all  the  schools  were  inspected.  This  is 
reflected  in  the  large  incr(*ase  in  the  number  of  children  examined  in  school. 
The  numbei’  of  chikb'en  re-examined  also  showed  a considerable  increase. 
.Ml  tin':  clinics  with  the  exceptioji  of  the  Child  (Guidance  Cliju’c  were  fully 
maintaim'd.  The  latt(a’  Clinic  continues  to  be  carried  on  with  difficulty. 
Wt!  were  fortunate  iii  securing  a Psychologist,  Miss  Broughton,  in  April,  but 
the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  resigned  in  June  and  the  vacancy  could  not 
be  filled.  We  were  also  without  the  services  of  a regular  Psychiatrist,  but 
the  County  M(‘dical  Offictir  very  kindly  anajiged  for  his  Psy(‘hiatrist  to  see 
several  urgent  cases. 


With  the  raising  of  the  school  leaving  age,  the  ages  for  periodic  medical 
inspection,  are  now  approximately  o,  10  and  14,  so  that  comparisons  of  height 
and  weight,  a])art  from  the  five  year  old  children,  have  not  b(‘en  ])ossible- 
In  this  group  the  average  height  and  weight  agaijx  showed  an  inci-ease  and 
is  the  highest  evei-  recorded.  This  to  a.  considerable  degi-ee  must  be  the  n^sult 
of  the  special  care  which  is  being  given  to  pre-school  children.  A change 
in  the  cdassification  of  nutrition  also  prevented  a reliable  com])arison  with 
})revious  years,  but  the  new  basis  is  an  improvement  and  will  give  a more 
reliable  guide  to  the  number  of  delicate  children.  This  is  actually  more 
important  than  the  numbers  of  children  listed  as  “normal”  an<l  “excellent,” 
as  the  distinction  between  these  classes  was  often  fine  and  therefore  difficult. 
There  were  no  significant  changes  in  the  findiixgs  of  M<*dical  luspection  in 
l‘>47. 


It  is  ijiteresting  to  jxotice,  however,  tliat  the  numlx'r  of  children  on  the 
free  meal  list  jumped  from  230  to  4()1.  This  would  a-|)pear  to  imply  that 
the  industrial  prosperity  of  Derby  was  not  (piite  so  high  as  in  previous  years 
but  another  and  probably  more  effective  factor  was  that  in  1947  the  income, 
scab's  below  wliich  fr(‘e  nu'als  are  granted  were  raised  during  the  year. 
Therefore,  automatically,  even  if  incomes  were  maintained  at  IJMfi  levels, 
there  would  have  been  an  additional  number  on  the  r(‘gist(T. 


For  several  years  I have  been  lamenting  the  heavy  incidence  of  un- 
cleanliness in  school  children.  During  the  war,  it  was  believed  that  the  many 
domestic  u])heavals  due  to  fathers  beijig  on  military  service  and  mothers 
out  at  work  might  have  accounted  for  the  many  chihlrcn  suffering  from  this 
condition.  The  number  pcTsisted,  however,  after  the  war,  ajid  the  conclusion 
was  inevitably  reaclu'd  that,  as  far  as  chroJ^ic  cases  wen'  concermal,  the  main 
cause  could  li('  only  in  the  low  hygienic  standards  of  the  ])arents.  In  1947, 
however,  there  was  a notable  reductioji  in  the  number  of  pupils  found  to 
be  infested,  and  I trust  this  is  the  lieginnijig  of  a steady  improvement.  .\ 
note  on  a small  special  enquiry  into  this  eondition  appears  iji  the  body  of 
the  report.

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lu  1948,  witli  the  advent  of  the  National  Heallh  Service  Act,  there  are 
bound  to  be  some  changes  in  the  School  Health  Services.  As  medical  domi- 
ciliary care  is  to  be  instituted  as  part  of  the  scheme,  there  will  probably  be 
a diminution  in  the  number  of  acutely  ill  children  attending  the  Minor 
Ailments  Clinics,  and  this  can  be  regarded  as  eiitirely  favourable.  It  will 
remain  to  be  seen  how  the  Specialist  Clinics  will  be  carried  on  ; it  seems 
definite  that  they  will  be  administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  a very  close  liaison  will  be  maintained,  so  that  partieularly 
an  effective  follow-up  may  be  continued. 

SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE. 

The  accommodation  in  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  is  21,367.  The 
number  of  names  oi\  the  books  is  17,122  and  the  average  attendance  1 5,140. 
These  figures  do  not  include  the  Central  (Boys’)  School  and  Temple  House 
Special  School  for  educationally  subnormal  pupils.

CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC. 


Report  by  the  Psy(’holoc;i.st — Miss  E.  S.  Brouohton. 


'I'he  year  1947  was  again  marked  in  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  by  shortage 
ol  and  changes  of  staff.  The  number  of  cases  referred  remains  at  the  usual 
level,  which  is  far  lower  than  it  should  be,  considering  the  children  found 
to  need  attention  when  schools  are  visited.  The  lack  of  a Psychiatrist  during 
the  whole  year  was  a great  handicap.  It  means  that  much  more  time  must 
he  spent  by  the  Psychologist  on  diagnosis,  and,  as  there  was  no  Social  Worker 
after  June,  the  balance  of  treatment,  home  interviews,  testing,  school  visits 
and  follow-up  has  meant  a heavy  ])rogramme.  Miss  B.  Smith,  B.A.,  the 
Social  Worker,  left  ii\  ,Iunc,  and  Miss  E.  S.’  Broughton,  M.A.,  began  work 
here  as  Educational  Psychologist  in  April,  after  having  spent  January — 
March  in  Leicester  Education  Committee  Child  Guidance  Service  under  Dr. 
Agatha  Bowley. 


• Social  work,  parental  guidance  and  psychological  work  with  the  parents 
are  most  important  if  the  treatment  of  children  is  to  be  effective.  We  have 
therefore  treated  only  the  cases  referred  (without  propaganda  visits)  and 
tried  to  do  immediate  follow-up  work  of  cases  on  observation.  Without 
this,  we  feel  that  the  basic  treatment  is  wasted. 


The  number  of  children  taken  for  play  therapy  has  also  had  to  be 
decreased  as  the  accommodation  is  inadequate  for  group  play.  The  length 
of  treatment  has  been  cut  down,  but  parents  are  always  urged  to  make 
contact  again  if  they  feel  the  need  for  further  help.  This  method  is  the  only 
one  available  at  the  moment.  It  avoids  a long  waiting  list  and  ensures 
immediate  help  to  urgent  cases. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Speech  Therapist,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  find  that  Social  and  School  Welfare  and  Probation  Officers  are 
taking  an  increased  interest  in  the  Clinic. 

Dr.  Bryan,  the  Derbyshire  County  Child  Psychiatrist,  has  given  advice 
on  a few  ilifficult  cases.  For  this  wo  are  very  grateful,  but,  owing  to  Dr. 
Bryan’s  already  long  list  of  patients,  it  can  never  be  a substitute  for  our  own 
])sychiatric  medical  service,  whose  diagnostic  advice  should  be  available 
from  week  to  week. 


There  is  a wide  field  of  work  in  the  schools,  as  over  20%  of  our  cases 
concern  problems  of  backwardness.  There  is  a crying  need  for  special  classes 
for  all  ages  and  for  further  accommodation  for  children  of  sub-normal 
intelligence  level. 

Miss  R.  Radford,  B.A.,  has  had  singular  success  with  the  few  children 
she  can  take  for  remedial  teaching.  This  method,  if  it  could  be  extended, 
would  amply  repay  the  Education  Committee  for  any  expense  involved. 
I.^rogress  in  educational  attainment  is  often  the  only  means  of  helping  the 
child  to  adjust  to  a more  normal  personality. 

Students  from  Derby  Training  College,  Nottingham  University,  Social 
Welfare  Department,  and  the  Roehampton  Froebel  Institute  have  visited 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 
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It  is  lioped  that  1948  will  see  tin*  end  of  the  feeling  of  frustration  caused 
hy  laek  of  staff  and  the  subseciucint  curtailment  of  work  to  a necessary

Koutine  Inspections  of  all  children  for  the  ascertainment  of  undeanliness 
are  cai-ried  out  in  schools  twice  a year  by  the  Authority’s  (’leansing  Attendants.

The  effect  of  the  application  of  disinfestant  fluids  in  the  prevention  of  new 

head  infestations. 


Althougli  the  ttuinbcr  of  ijidividual  Derby  .school  childrcjt  foujid  to  be 
ijifested  with  lice  or  jxits  was  about  2,(100  iu  1040,  it  aa-us  ascertaiuod  that 
Jiot  only  were  many  of  the  infestations  very  slight,  but  that  the  majority 
of  them  werci  recent  and  could  he  regarded  as  accidental,  as  tho.se  children, 
from  the  state  of  their  hair  and  general  eoiiditions,  were  clearly  receiving 
reasonahle  parental  care.  Oji  the  other  hand,  there'  were  certain  children 
and  sometimes  several  in  the  same  familA'  who  were  found  to  he  verminoxis 
on  every  ijis])cction.  'Phesc  childrexi  luwl  been  clean.sed  on  several  occasions 
and,  although  the  ])arcjxts  had  been  broxight  to  court,  there  was  no  imjn’ove- 
ment.  Tt  was  decided,  theiadore,  to  ti-y  and  remedy  this  condition  hy  taking 
a grouj)  of  heavily  infested  children  (with  two  exce])tions,  all  girls)  from 
heavily  ijifestcd  homes,  clennsixig  them  and  I'ccording  the  effect  of  a fortnightly 
ap])lication  of  a reputable  disinfestant.

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SECOND  SERIES  (LETHANE). 


It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  in  the  first  series  10  out  of  the  21  completed 
cases  were  clean  in  every  subsequent  test  and  11  showed  signs  of  irew  infestation 
at  some  period.  Of  the  latter,  out  of  11  re -inspections,  4 were  found  to  be 
re-infested  once,  4 twice,  1 three  times,  1 seven  times  and  1 eight  times.  The 
two  last  children  were  from  the  same  family. 

In  the  second  series  only  3 of  the  11  children  who  attended  throughout 
remained  clean,  and  the  others  were  distributed  as  follows  : — 1 was  found 
to  be  re-infested  at  one  out  of  the  11  re-inspections,  1 twice,  1 three  times, 
1 five  times,  1 six  times,  1 seven  times,  1 eight  times  and  1 nine  times.  I'he 
last  two  children  (one  of  them  a boy)  came  from  the  same  familv  as  the  last 
two  in  the  first  series. 


The  conditions  of  the  experiment  were  simple,  and  the  only  point  at 
which  the  results  might  have  been  affected  was  interference  by  the  parent 
or  child  by  means  of  washing  or  sponging  the  hair  after  the  application  of 
the  disinfestant.  The  fact  that  some  complaints  were  made  of  the  odour 
of  Lethane  might  suggest  this,  but  we  have  no  evidence  whatever  that  anything 
of  this  sort  took  place.  As  the  children  were  cleansed  and  all  nits  removed 
at  each  examination,  the  presence  of  nits  on  a subsequent  examination 
indicated  a new  infestation.  If,  therefore,  it  is  accepted  that  the  conditions 
were  fulfilled,  it  must  be  concluded  that  in  the  quantity  used  and  for  the 
interval  between  the  applications  neither  of  those  substances  is  able  to  offer 
complete  protection  against  very  heavy  infestation.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
children  who  remained  clean  throughout  the  experiment  were  childi’en  who 
previously  were  almost  invariably  found  to  be  infested  at  routine  and  special 
examinations,  so  it  is  possible  that  the  substances  were  effective  against 
exposure  to  less  serious  infestation.  Ihere  would  appear  to  be  better  results 
from  Suleo  than  from  Lethane,  and  this  may  be  due  to  the  presence  of  D.D.T. 
in  the  former.  A further  experiment  on  similar  lines,  using  a larger  quantitv 
of  the  substance  and  making  inspections  at  shorter  intervals  than  a fortnight, 
would  be  interesting.  I am  indebted  to  Mrs.  Henson,  Chief  Cleansing

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES. 

Pneumonia. — 114  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  of  which  half 
occurred  in  the  first  four  months.  Only  three  cases  were  stated  to  be  influenzal 
in  typi*.  and  none  of  these  provinl  fatal.  There  were  nine  deaths  from  notified 
cases,  all  in  patients  aged  over  50  years. 

Influenza. — ^'riuti’c  was  very  little  during  the  year. 

Home  Nursing. — Ti’aim'd  nursing  assistance  for  eases  of  Pneumonia  was 
])rovided  in  nine  instances,  eight  of  which  recovered.  For  certain  other 
cases  th(‘  Works  Welfare  Nurses  were  in  attendance.

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Scarlet  Fever. — 'J'ho  mnnbtM-  of  notifications  (14,‘})  ajrain  slunvod  a dccreafif^ 
from  the  ])revions  year  {17H).  'I'lie  disease  continued  to  b<‘  v»‘rv  mild  in 
character. 

Diphtheria  has  continued  to  diminish  during  the  year  and  only  seven 
notifications  were  receiv'ed — the  lowest  on  record.  On  investigation,  only 
four  of  these  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  l)i])htheria  ; two  W(*re  “cavriers” 
and  the  n'maining  case  was  toTisillitis.  Non<‘  of  the  cases  was  fatal. 

Type  of  infection. — Three  of  the  four  cases  were  infected  with  intermedins 
strain,  and  the  fourth  case  was  a “gravis.”  One  carrier  was  an  intermedins 
and  the  other  a mitis. 

Diphtheria  in  the  inoculated. — Three  of  the  four  cases  of  Diphtheria 
had  been  immunised.  Tn  two  instances  the  attack  was  of  moderate  severity 
and  in  the  third  case  it  was  describ(‘d  as  V(Ty  mild. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis. — During  tlie  yeai-  clinics  were  held  at  the  Central 
Office,  at  Child  Welfare  Centres,  at  all  Nurseries  and  Nursery  Schools,  and 
at  varioiis  Primary,  Secondary  and  Orammar  Schools.

4’he  number  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  completing  a full  primary 
course  of  injections  was  1,570.  Number  of  children  aged  5 to  14  years  who 
completed  a full  primary  course  was  800.  Tn  addition,  5,726  children  received 
siirgle  reinforcing  doses  to  boost  their  immunity. 

Only  nine  school  children  failed  to  com])l(te  a full  course  of  injections. 
Of  these,  four  left  the  district  or  could  not  b(‘  traced,  and  the  parents  of  the 
other  five  refused  further  injections.  Of  the  babies;  there  were  73  who  did 
not  complete  a full  course  of  injections,  despite*  visits  from  the  TTealth  Visitor. 

Arrangements  made  between  the  Borough  and  8hardlow  Rural  TTistrict 
regarding  inter- immunisation  were  successfully  continued  during  the  year. 

Circular  letters  to  the  parents  of  all  school  children  requesting  consent 
for  immunisation  or  re-immuiiisation  were  issued  at  intervals  throughout 
the  year,  and  again  met  with  a fairly  satisfactory  response.- 

Propaganda  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  conducted  throughout  the 
year  by  the  entire  Health  Department  Staff,  and  a special  Diphtheria  film 
was  showix,  by  arrangement  with  the  management,  at  one  of  the  local  cinemas 
during  one  week  in  -Tune.

These  percentages  are  again  below  the  true  state  of  affairs,  as  a number 
of  children  are  being  immunised  privately. 

The  effects  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  in  the  town  are  now  becoming 
obvious,  and  we  can  confidently  look  forward  to  the  time  when  Diphtheria 
will  be  a disease  of  the  past.  Every  (Tfort  will  be  mad<‘  to  make  this  time 
come  as  soon  as  possible. 

Enteric  Fever. — Two  cases  of  Para-Typhoid  B.  (one  of  which  was  after- 
wards cancelled)  and  two  cases  of  Typhoid  were  notified  during  the  year. 
The  two  cases  of  Typhoid  occurred  in  children,  and  were  both  members  of 
the  same  household.  The  case  of  Para-Typhoid  was  also  a child.  All  three 
cases  subsequently  recovered  after  treatment  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.  In 
spite  of  most  searching  enquiries  and  investigation,  the  source  of  infection 
was  not  traced  in  any  of  the  cases. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — lO  notifications  were  confirmed,  the  ages  ranging 
between  2 weeks  and  33  years.  There  were  two  deaths,  one  being  a 2 weeks 
old  baby  from  Belper  Urban  District  who  was  admitted  to  the  Children’s 
Hospital  and  died  three  hours  after  admission,  and  the  other  was  a 3 months 
old  baby,  the  diagnosis  of  which  was  only  made  after  a post-mortem. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — During  the  year  there  were  22  cases  notified,  one 
of  which  was  a service  case.  Thirte('n  of  the  cases  proved  to  be  abortive. 
The  first  notification  was  received  at  the  beginning  of  September,  and  the 
cases  occurred  intermittently  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  age  range  of  the 
cases  was  as  follows  : — under  2 years — 2 ; 2-5*  years — 3 ; 6-15  years — 8 ; 
16-21  years  4 ; and  over  21  years— 5.  It  is  significant  to  note  that  ever}' 
case  came  from  a separate  home,  and  the  enejuiries  regarding  possible  sources 
of  infection  proved  negative. 

Measles.— Derby,  like  the  rest  of  the  country,  was  affected  by  a fairly 
large  epidemic.  Of  the  2,593  cases,  nine  were  cancelled  as  not'  suffering 
from  Measles.  The  peak  of  the  epidemic  was  reached  during  the  second 
quarter  of  the  year,  when , half  the  cases  occurred.  After  midsummer  the 
outbreak  waired,  and  during  the  last  quarter  less  than  200  eases  were  notified 
two  deaths  occun-ed  in  childi-en  under  1 year  of  age 
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Erysipelas. — Of  tlu*  3(>  eases  notified,  two  were  fatal.  One  was  a male* 
aged  Of)  years,  who  was  a diab(‘tie,  and  the  other  was  an  old  lady  aged  HI 
years. 

Malaria. — Xo  ea.ses  were  notified  during  the  ytnir. 

Dysentery.-- 'I’ll ree  civilian  cas(*s  and  oi  e servici*  case  were  notifit'd. 
'I’wo  of  the  civilian  cases  occurred  in  the  Borough  Mi'ntal  Hosjiital,  one  of 
which  was  caused  hy  a “Flexner”  strain,  and  in  the  other  case  the  organism 
was  not  typed.  The  third  case  was  an  inmate  of  the  local  in.stitution  and 
had  recently  an-ived  from  outside  tlu'  Borough.  The  infecting  organism 
in  this  case  was  not  isolated. 

'I’he  service  case  was  a man  who  had  just  ndurned  from  fndia  and  was 
infected  with  “Shiga”  strain. 

Whooping  Cough. — Was  less  prevalent  than  duriiiig  the  jireci'ding  year. 
There  were  312  notifications,  with  on<‘  death,  a child  aged  (i  months,  who 
developed  Broncho-pneumonia. 

Because  of  its  doubtful  value.  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  was  not 
done  on  a large  scab'  during  the  year. 

Gastro-Enteritis. — 'I  he  number  of  deaths  in  babic's  under  1 year  of  age 
during  the  year  was  42.  It  is  interesting  to  note  from  the  following  figures 
that  (leaths  occurnal  throughout  the  year.

(tu'st  Centre  has  beeui  tlie  willingness  of  contacts  of  notified  cases  to  accept 
examination.  Attendances  for  this  ])uipose,  in  Jt)47,  numbered  40(),  this 
lu'ing  the  highest  figure  yet  reeorde'd  for  “contact”  examinations,  comjiaring 
with  11)8  cojitacts  examined  in  11)44,  ajid  24.4  in  11)41). 

Also  jioticeahle  is  tlu'  gri'aft'r  readiness  of  general  jjractitioJiers  iji  the 
te)wn  to  refer  doubtful  chest  cases  to  the  Chest  Centre  for  investigation.  It 
is  interesting  to  com])are  the  740  such  eases  seen  at  the  Chest  Centre  in  1947 
with  the  corresponding  figures  for  1944  and  1949,  which  were  507  and  241 
res])e(tively. 

With  improved  facilities  jiow  existiiig  for  consultation  ajul  iliagiiosis,  it 
was  possible  to  refer  a.  junuber  of  doubtful  chest  cases,  who  had  been  found 
to  be  non-tuberculous,  to  the  Thoracic  Surgeon  for  further  investigation. 
When  final  diagnosis  was  estaldished  ajul  operative  treatment  decided  upon, 
arrajigemejits  were  later  made  for  these;  eases  to  be;  sent  to  the  Leicester 
Chest  Unit. 

The  growing  numbtjr  of  doubtful,  though  jxon-tuberculous,  chest  conditions 
referred  to  the  Clinic  by  General  Practitioners  suggests  that  the  time  has 
JU)w  arrived  when  the  Chest  Centre  is,  iji  fact,  a centre  for  the  investigation 
for  diseases  of  the  cliest  and  not  nu'rel\'  a dispensary  for  the  diagnosis  ajid 
treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

During  1947,  it  was  decided  to  ])lace  twelve  beds  iji  the  Derby  Borough 
Sanatorium  at  the  disposal  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  who  became  responsible 
for  the  treatment  of  the  patients  occu])ying  them. 

’fhis,  ajid  the  cojitinued  expansimi  of  work  at  the  Chest  Centre,  made 
it  imperative  that  an  assistant  should  be  ap-jjointed,  and,  in  September,  1947, 
an  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer  commenced  duties  at  the  Chest  Centre.

CITY  HOSPITAL. 

A General  Hospital  maintaBied  under  the  Local  Government  or  Public 
Health  Acts. 

1947  was  a busy  year  for  the  Hospital.  The  admissions  totalled  5,755 
(including  1,286  births).  Service  cases  decreased  from  1,152  in  1946  to  418 
in  1947.  A corresponding  increase  took  place  ii^  the  civilian  figures.  There 
is  a combined  waiting  list  with  the  voluntary  hospitals,  and  there  is  a 
combined  effort  to  deal  with  it. 

Work  in  the  Maternity  Department  became  extremely  congested  owing 
to  excessive  numbers  of  cases,  who  could  make  no  alternative  arrangements. 
Some  cases  of  gastro-entcritis  occurred,  and  the  wards  were  closed,  and  the 
work  temporarily  canned  on  in  a vacant  block  of  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
Upon  reopening,  the  hospital  cases  were  reduced  by  the  ap]>ointment  of 
additional  district  midwives. 
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riuTeas(‘(l  ex])ansi<)?i  and  sp(*cialisation  of  conKidtaut  services  for  the 
town  as  a whole  Imve  taken  ])lac‘e  by  means  of  additional  a])pointments.

1 have  niiich  pleasure  iu  my  Ajmual  Re])oi't  lor  1947. 

Iji  my  picviouH  r(^])orts  1 liava;  {stressed  the  importauee  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  this  section  of  tlu;  Healtli  Department,  work  that  has  played 
sueli  an  im]>ortant  part  in  the  health  of  the  town,  but  1 wonder  if  this  is 
realised  by  the  ])ublie  at  large — I have  grave  dou])ts. 

Much  has  been  done  in  tlu^  various  sections  of  oui-  work,  as  the  details 
givcji  iji  rny  report  prove,  but  i feel  that  there  is  mueh  that  we,  as  a depart- 
ment, would  like  to  do,  such  as  : — 

(a)  Provide  a modern  ajrd  u])-to-date.  abattoir  ; 

(b)  Clear  large  areas  of  insanitary  dwellings  ; 

O Inspect  all  offices,  many  of  which  are  totally  ujnsuitable  as  work- 
places ; 

but,  owing  to  the  eontlition«  prevailing  due  to  six  years  of  war,  w^e  reluctantly 
have  to  wait  for  better  times. 

Housing  conditions  have  in  no  way  ini])roved  since  my  last  report,  and 
1 do  feel  that  the  present  method  of  letting  houses  is  wrong,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  some  way  will  he  found  of  giving  relief  to  the  many  seriously 
overcrowded  houses,  which  is  ruining  the  health  of  the  future  generation. 

During  the  year  there  has  becJi  an  im])rovemenl  in  the  quality  of  food 
sampled  under  the  Pood  and  J^rugs  Act,  and  it  would  now  aj)pear  that  the 
time  has  gone  for  putting  on  the  market  inferior  and  worthless  food  wra])ped 
up  in  well  coloured  ])aper  and  given  some  fancy  name. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Mr.  1.  C.  Edwards,  U’ater  Engineer,  reports  as  follows  : — 

Water  supplied  to  the  Area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity. 


Occasional  examinatioix  is  made  of  the  raw  water.  As  all  water  going 
into  the  su])ply  is  treated,  analyses  of  water  are  made  after  treatment.  A 
total  of  ISO  samples  were  taken  for  hacteriological  analysis.  The  latest 
results  are  appended.  In,  addition,  a further  193  sam])les  'were  taken  from 
])i])ed  sup})lies  at  various  points  in  the  area. 

Only  that  ])ro])ortion  of  su])ply  obtained  from  the  Derwent  V'alley  Water 
Board  is  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action.  Under  the  Derwent  Valley  Waier 
Act  ot  1899,  water  sup])lied  by  the  Board  is  required  to  be  treated  by  them 
for  the  prevention  of  such  actioji  before  the  water  is  delivered  to  any  of  tlie 
constituent  undertakijigs. 
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All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  jjassed  into  8up])ly.

The  above  Order  neeessitates  the  Local  Authoi-ity  carrying  out  the 
following  duties  : — Reporting  to  the  Chief  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  any  suspected  animals,  precautions  respecting  milk,  and  the 
enforcement  of  the  notices  requiring  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  premises 
on  which  there  has  been  an  infected  animal.  The  arrangement  for  the  slaughter 
of  diseased  animals  and  the  payment  of  compensation  are  the  concern  of  the 
Ministry.

The  pereentage  ailulteratiou  in  the  milk  samples  (7.2  per  cent.)  is  less 
than  last  year,  when  a figure  of  19.3  per  cent,  was  returned  ; the  high  figure 
on  that  occasion  was,  however,  to  some  extent  accounted  for  by  the  number 
of  samples  which  had  to  be  taken  in  several  of  the  investigations. 

Of  the  12  samples  classed  as  adulterated,  eight  contained  added  water 
and  four  were  deficient  in  fat. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  classed  as  adulterated,  29  other  samples 
showed  deficiencies  in  non-fatty  solids — nine  of  these  being  “Appeal-to-cow” 
samples.  The  freezing  points  of  all  29  ^mples  were  within  the  normal  rangt* 
for  genuine  milk,  and  there  was  therefore  no  evidence  of  the  presence  of 
added  water.

7.— Milks  for  Phosphatase  Test. 

Up  to  and  including  the  11th  November,  So  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted 
for  examination  by  the  Phosphatase  test.  Following  this  date,  samples 
were  submitted  to  the  County  Bact(‘riological  Laboratory  under  the  Pid)lic 
Health  Laboratory  Services  Schenu*. 

Of  these  S5  samples,  five  were  rej)ortcd  against.  One  sample  reacted 
as  having  been,  insufficiently  lu'at  treated  or  as  containing  a small  quantity 
of  raw  milk  ; three  samples  reacted  as  having  been  grossly  under-treated 
or  as  containing  an  appreciable  (piantity  of  raw  milk,  and  one  sample  was 
ndistinguishable  from  raw  milk. 

s.— Miscellaneous. 

Two  samples  of  lagging  for  boilers  and  one  sample  of  flooring  material 
were  examined  for  the  Estates  and  Housing  Committee, 

One  sample  of  urine  was  examined  for  Dr.  Cooke  of  the  City  Hospital. 

One  sample  of  Milk  taken  from  a retailer  in  the  Borough  was  submitted 
for  examination  to  ascertain  Avhether  it  was  raw  or  pasteurised.  The  sample 
was  examined  by  the  Phosphatase  test  and  reacted  as  indistinguishable  from 
raw  milk.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MARKETS  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Rats  and  Mice  Act,  1919. 

Infestation  Order,  1943. 

'riic.  control  of  tlic  administration  ot  tin*  above  Orders  was  transferred 
in  September  of  tliis  year  Jrom  the  Ministry  of  Food  to  that  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  but  with  the  same  ])erjnanent  officials,  Mr.  M.  (iraciti  still 
being  the  Director  ot  Intestation. 

'I’his,  therefore,  determined  the  same  policy  t<;  be  adopted  in  the  treatment 
of  Infestation  of  Hats  and  Mice.  Indications  were  giveji  that  some  re- 
organisation would  be  advised  in  1948,  but  this  would  be  largely  financial. 
It  was  observed,  however,  that  Local  Authorities  w'ould  possil)ly  lx*  (‘xpected 
to  come  further  undei-  tlu^  control  of  the  Ministi-y,  the  organisation  (ntirely 
to  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mijiistry. 

4’he  ijxfestation  of  the  Borough  by  Ra  ts  and  Mice  is  jxot,  gejxerally  spenkijig, 
ajiy  less  than  th(^  ])revious  year.  Followijig  upon  destruction  of  the  rodents 
iji  one  district  or  ])remises,  complaints  have  been  made  from  other  areas. 
'Phis  has  occurred  ijx  ijulusti-ial  premises  iji  tlui  centre  of  the  town,  ajxd  more 
ijxfestatiojxs  in  the  n'sidential  districts  <n  the  Borough  Bomdary.  The 
cause,  1 bcli('ve  ijx  the  former  case,  to  he  the  old  drainag(^  system  still  iji 
ojxeration  in  tin*,  oldest  jxart  of  the  town,  and,  in  the  lattx'r,  the  iixflux  of 
rodents  from  the  Urban  aiid  Rural  Disti-icts  outside  the  Borough.  I realisi^ 
the  difficulties  in  the  outlying  districts,  but  1 am  of  the  opijxion  that  mon*. 
effective  measures  could  be  taken  to  suppress  the  x'crmin  by  the  Authorities 
controlling  these  districts  outside  the  town. 

I hope  more  action  will  bo  taken  under  the  Jiew'  jxolicy  atlvocated  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 


Infestation  and  Treatment. 

Sewers. 

Two  treatments  were  again  given,  the  tir.st  Ix'ing  in  May,  June  and  Jul}', 
and  the  secorxd  commenced  orx  the  1st  December,  but  which  it  was  rxot 
anticipated  could  be  ccnnplcted  uixtil  the  middle,  of  February,  1948. 

The  first  treatment,  iirdii-ating  the  jropulation  to  be  as  last  year,  as 
evidenced  by  the  good  takes  of  the  irre-bait  (sausage  rusk),  but  the  ])oison 
bait  (Zinc  Iffiosphide)  had  oirly  partial  takes,  giving  an  estimated  kill  of 
3,009,  but  in  this  case^  numerous  bodies  were  picked  uj).  The  Ministry’s 
Oflicers  suggested  all  manholes  be  test-haited  for  the  second  tiim*,  but  areas 
giveix  “clear”  previously  still  proved  to  lie  non-infested,  the  i-ats  still  beirrg 
in  the  sewers  of  the  older  distracts.  The  “takes”  were,  on  the  average,  fairly 
good,  as  previously,  and  it  was  hoired  that  the  poison  (Arsenic)  wnuld  keep 
the  irxfestation  do  wax. 


The  Canal. 

Sonxc  premises  on  the  barrks  of  the  Uanal,  irx  tin'  cerxtre  of  the  town, 
ha.vo  rxecessitated  service,  as,  for  instarxee,  the  Stables  occupied  by  the  Derby 
C(r-operative  Society,  at  the  conxer  of  Derwvent  Street  arxd  Nottirxgharn  Roatl, 
were  fourxd  to  he  rather  heavily  irxfested.  After  the  first  treat ruerxt,  48  bodies 
wer(‘  picked  U]),  the  ])oison  “takes”  being  good  aixd  gave  arx  estimated  kill 
of  150.  SubseqiuMxt  treatnrerxts  ck'ai’ed  tlu'se  ])remises  ; Init  these  premise's, 
as  otlnu's  where  fccdiixg  stuffs  are  availabk',  w'ill  be  liable,  to  further  visitation 
owirxg  to  the  state  of  the;  Carxal,  wdiich  is  largely  wx'oeled  up  arxd  stagnarxt. 
1 look  foinvard  to  the  time  wherx  this  Carxal  is  elosed  arxel  filled  irr. 


Corporation  Premises. 

Kxt^mHive  su])ervisi()ii  and  treatment  has  t)etm  made  in  n'lation  to 
('ouiieil  ])roptM'tieK.  A-jwirt  from  treatment  on  eomplaintis,  KVRtematie  visits 
have  been  ])aid  to  the  (Jattle  Market,  etc*.,  Schools,  Hos])ital8,  Institutions, 
Destructor,  Refuse  Tips,  S])ondon  Sewage  Works,  Recreation  Grounds  and 
Corporation  Housing  Estates. 

There  were  625  visits  during  tlie  year. 

Private. 

More  complaijits  were  received  from  Private  Residential,  Business  ajul 
ludustrial  ])remises,  ajid  256  were*  made,  agaiiist  III  tiie  ])revious  year.  TJiis 
does  not  meaji  the  prevalence  to  he  gia'ater,  only  a spreading  mori'  evenly  ; 
a large  juunher  of  com])laints  were  found  to  he  the  cause  of  one  or  two  rodcjits 
being  seen.  Advice  is  still  continually  liaving  to  be  given  to  occu])iers  of 
premises,  as  to  the  advisability  of  outbuildings  being  built  clear  of  the  gi’ound. 
Infretpiently  it  is  found  that  slieds,  etc.,  are  laid  direct  on  the  earth,  where 
rats  can  burrow  underneatli  and  provide  bre(*ding  ])laces.  Assistance  can 
also  be  given  by  occupiers  if  com])lain.ts  are  made  immediately  anv  vermin 
are  swn,  instead  of  waitijig  until  ])remises  are  over-run.  A large  number  of 
occu])iers  are  apathetic  in  re])(U'ting  through  tear  of  being  told  to  quit  by 
owners,  ex|)ense  in  treatment,  or  not  troublijig  to  re])ort  these  odd  visits.
